NKW ORLEANS ( U P ) - T r o p i c a l 
storm Esther hit southeast Louisi­ 
ana today with gale winds, high 
tides and heavy rains that caused 
only lip lit danisme to the coastal 
area battered by two other blows 
in recent months. 
Coastal residents, wary of the 
dangers of Gulf hurricanes, fled 
inland to avoid the type of dis­ 
aster that hit the same general 
area in June, killing almost 500. 
The storm, blowing winds up4o 
64 miles an hour, swept inland 
m er heauly-populated New Or­ 
leans and dumped eight inches of 
rain on the south Louisiana m e­ 
tropolis’ before heading eastward 
into Mississippi. 
“The Horst bas passed.** U.S. 
W eather Forecaster R a y m o n d 
Kraft said at 8 30 a.m. c.s.t. 
Flooding caused some damage 
along the coast but the people who 
inhabit the region had left in plen­ 


ty of time to escape a five-foot 
wall of water pushed out of the 
Gulf of Mexico by steady 40-50 
mile an hour winds. 
When Hurricane Audrey struck 
in June, it caused an 8-10 foot 
tidal wave that caused hundreds 
tf deaths and widespread destruc­ 
tion. 
esther never reached hurricane 
iorce but tile sopping wet storm 
caused eight inches of rain to de­ 
luge New Orleans, some 80 miles 
north of the open Gulf. 
Torrential rains were predicted 
for other parts of southeast Louis­ 
iana. Mississippi and Alabama as 
the 100-mile wide storm center 
pushed northeast.
